SOURCK OF SALT IN SKA WATER.

The Caruoric Rewvier Brix appears to 
have been again the subject of earnest dis- 
cussion on its final reading in the Houss oF 
Commons.

Mr. Peel declared that he had not to this 
hour recovered fiom the surprise and astonish- 
ment which he felt at the speech delivered by 
the Honourable Gentleman made from a posi- 
tion on that bench almost in friendly contact 
with him, and while yet a law officer of the 
Crown. Great as was the astonishment which 
that speech excited in his mind, it was not les- 
sened by the fact of his never having heard, up 
to the hour of its delivery, one word of this ab- 
horrence and disgust at the measure of relief, 
which then, for the first time, as far as he and 
his colleagues in the Government were con- 
cerned, burst from the lips of the Honeurable 
Gentleman.

ded in a tone of some excitement.} This 
he would say, the Honourable Gentleman was 
most undoubtedly actuated by as strong a degree 
of political antipathy as any man could feel 
(Hear, hear.) The course the Honourable 
Gentleman had taken, the whole tenor of his 
speech and actions proved. ([Cheers,] The 
Hon. Gentleman had informed the house— 
and correctly enough, he admitied—as to the 
precise period when the measure was communi- 
cated to him on the part of the Government. 
He did communicate to the Honourable Gentle- 
man seven days before the meeting of Parlia- 
ment the intentiong of his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment with respect to the measures, and this he 
contended was quite time enough: the Hon. 
Gentleman was no member of the Cabinet—no 
confidential adviser of the Crown. We were not 
bound to ask his opinion as to the political 
course which we meant to pursue. It was on 
these grounds, he asserted, that the communi- 
cation made to the Honourable Gentleman was 
sufficiently timely. Government having resolved 
upon their policy, resorted to the Honourable 
Gentleman in his proper capacity, as to the law 
of the case, {[hear,)—not, he again added, for 
advice on the course which they should pursue. 
Their application to the Honourable Gentleman 
was confined to a request, that he would afford 
his legal assistance in framing the measures 
which it was the intention of Ministers to submit 
to the legislature. He informed the Honourable 
Gentleman of the intentions of Government then 
generally, because it would not have been fair 
to have asked his assistance in fraining the Re- 
lief Bill, without apprising him of the principal 
outlines of the measures. Accordingly he did 
inform the Hon. Gentleman of the general out- 
line of all the measures. It was quite true the 
Hon. Gentleman said nothing in reply ro this 
communication, from which one could infer his 
acquiescence in the measure—but it was equally 
true, that after having been so apprised of the 
policy of Government, the Hon, Gentleman 
gave tho assistance of his legal knowledge to 
the perfecting of the Bill, for the Suppression of 
the Catholic Association. [Hear.] The Ho- 
nouyable Geatleman did more—he proceeded 
farther, and assisted the Government with his 
legal advice as to other questions connetted 
with the law of endowments and eu itious 





usages. In fact, it wes not until the 28d of Fe-

From a Correspondent in New York. 

The Musical Festival, advertised in the New- 
York, Boston, and Philadelphia papers, to take 
place next week in New-York, bids fair to riva! 
the great meetings in England. The intention, 
in giving it such general publicity, is to draw 
into one focus the whole musical strength of the 
three States. The present is only an experiment, 
but got up in a style which, I think, must ensure 
success. ‘Ihe design is to hold a similar meeting 
in each succeeding year, in each of the three 
cities alternately. Mr. Horn is the superinten- 


dent of this affair, and his necessary departure 


to Europe is the occasion of such short no- 
tice. He is likely to return soon, WP intends, 
I understand, to make every exertion to supply 
the musical portion of the new world with all 
that is worth having from the old. The vocal 
talent engaged for Thursday forms a combina- 
tion of excellence never equalled in this country: 
Feron, Austin, Brichta, Rosich, Boyle, and Horn, 
with a chorus of nearly one huadred and fifty, 
including professors and amateurs. The instru- 
mental performers are numerous and of first rate 
excellence. I may name Miss Stirling for the 
piano, Mr. Powell for the harp, and, though last, 
not least, Norton and his soul stirring trumpet. 
Niblo, all enterprize and spirit, has built a mag- 
nificent saloon, of great extent and splendour, 
with an orchestra fit for such an exh bition. The 
first act of the entertainment will consist of sa- 
cred music; and this we can scarcely be said to 
have yet had an opportunity of hearing in this 
country. Numbers and space are required for the 
compositions of the Giant Handel, where **Jove’a 
own thunders follow Mars’s drums.’’ A mis- 
cellaneous selection will follow; and, at the con- 
clusion of this, a banquet will occupy the time 
till the saloon is cleared for dancing.

A correspondent of the Wiscasser Crtt- 
zEN has pieserved some not uninteresting 
particulars relating to the Satmon FisuEery 
in the Kennesec River, from which we ex- 
tract what follows:—- 


The Salmon is river fish. All the theories 
respecting its wintering at sea, &c. are unfound- 
ed. Several facts are well known that make it 
evident, this fish remajns in the deep holes of all 
our fresh rivers, the greater part of the year.— 
When Col. Wm. Lithgow commanded at Fort 
Halifax, he discovered Salmon m the month of 
January, on Tyconuck Falls. Salmon had also 
been taken from Peirpoles Hole, in the Sandy 
River, in the town of Strong, in the winter sea- 
son. A gentleman informed me, when first ac- 
quainted with that fishery, that Salmon were 
never taken plentifully until after the spring 
freshet; and I found that to be the case every 
year—and they abounded according to that oc- 
curence invariably while | owned Salmon privi- 
leges in the mouth of the Kennebec. The first 
that are taken on the Kennebec, in the spring, 
are at Jones’ Eddy, Parker’s Flats, and Black 
River. The conclusion I draw from this is, that 
the fish drop down with the current in search of 
salt water, and meeting with it in those large 
eddies, leave the channel and play in shore. But 
by far the greater part of what are called school 
Salmon, go directly to sea, and follow the cur- 
rent until it is lost in the ocean to the westward 
of Seguin. They then strike in shore, and follow 
the shore into the river, instinctively stemming 
the current to the source of the river or rivers to 
which they belong. The female Salmon are 
about three in five of the wholenumber. ‘There 
is no external difference between the sexes. 

But few men, now on the stage, appear to 
have knowledge of the superabundance of these 
fiah as far back as the period before the revolu- 
tion. If my memory does not forgive me, a Mr. 
Rogers and his company, seven in all, in the 
year 1784 or 85, at Hunnewell’s Point, exclu- 
sive of Fox Island, took, in set nets, between 
eight and nine thousand Salmon. The average 
weight of each was 20 pounds of the first shoal, 
and the last 18 pounds. When I owned the 








same fisheries, the Salmon were two or three 


pounds lighter, Where Rogers caught « thou- 


cand, my Gehermen Lad need be industrious to

eeovnt “a the ‘number and weight af "Salmon 
caught. In five nets were caught, that year, 
1143 Salmon. The last run were usually smoked 
for the New York market. 240 in number, 
weighing 2561, and 1765, when smoked, fit for 
market, sold for fourteen cents the pound at the 
smoke house. I took some care that year to 
know the amount of Salmon caught on the Ken- 
nebec, below Fidler’s reach. Fox Islands 
caught 1000—all the births at Cape Small Point, 
say 500—Hunnewell’s Point 1143—Stago Island, 
and all on the east side below the Fort, 1500. 
All the above was one-eighth of the quantity 
below Bath on the Kennebec, of Salmon only, 
making 33,000. You perceive that the small 
school, from the above, would average about $1 
to the Salmon. Those sold fresh in Boston be- 
fore the middle of May, did average 12 1-2 cents 
net profit, and 18 to 20 and 22 Ibs. each; so 
that, in a lot of 13, weighing 270 Ibs. sold May 
Ist, of that year, I received $3375. From which 
data, the conclusion may be drawn, that every 
Salmon caught was, at that time, worth a dol- 
lar. The Salmon fishery alone then, on the 
Kennebec, below Fidler’s reach, was worth to 
the state $35,000. And it is a fair estimate to 
value the Shad and Alewive fishery within the 
saine compass at one half of the Salmon, making 
a total of $49,500 in the Kennebec, below Fid- 
dler’s reach, in the year 1818. This appears 
large, but by the manner the trade was carried

ed the whole of their produce readily for that 
article, making up $9000 value. And 11,000 
for the consumption of the inhabitants was but a 
reasonable proportion, in all the other methods 
of saving and cooking that fish.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 

It appears by statistical tables, published in 
the Washington papers, that the imports into the 
United States durmg the year ending on the 30th 
of September, 1828, amounted to $88,509,824. 
Of this sum $41,927,792 was imported into New 
York. The exports for the same period have 
amounted to $72,264,686.—Of this sum $22,- 
747,649 were exported from New York. It 
would seem that there has been imported this 
year $16,245,206 more than has been exported. 

‘the amount imported from the British West 
India Islands, all told, is $123,291. Exports to 
the same, $26,149. This is the sum total of the 
British Colonial trade, which was formerly about 
seven million. 

The imports in the year 1827, were $79,484,- 
068. Exports, $82,324,827. 


The Bulletin says that the ship Pennsylvania, 
now in progress at the navy yard in thie city, 
‘thas three decks, independent of the spar dauk, 
and is pierced for 160 guns, but will probably 
carry 200.—With her complement of men, 
which will not be less than 13 or 1400, her 
gigantic dimensions, rounding stern, and an 
able commander, she may literally sweep the 
seas, and woe be to the enemy who attempts 
to cope with her single handed. There are forty 
or fifty carpenters at work upon her at present, 
and our readers inay form some idea of the work 
yet to be executed to render her fit for service, 
when we inform that it would take 600 car- 
penters six months to accomplish all that is 
necessary. She is built after a model of Mr. 
Humphreys,’ naval architect, who was at great 
pains and expense in visiting the European 
navy yards, before he adopted the present plan. 
Mr. James Keen is the architect who has su- 
perintended the work generally. In the yard 
is the enormous ordnance, 42 pounders, for the 
Pennsylvania, which lies in sullen silence, ready 
to have its fury roused at the call pf the na- 
tion, The best power anchor of the Pennsyl- 
vania weighs 10,171 lbs! !’’ 








The last number of Silliman’s Journal, re- 
cently published, is as usual full of valuable 
scientific matter. In a letter from Professor 
Griscom, an interesting fact is disclosed, in re- 
lation to the Saratoga water. From actual ex- 
periment, it appears that the water of the Con- 
gress spring contains a portion of Jodine, the 
presence of which, the Professor rationally con- 
cludes, adds to the efficacy of the fluid, espe- 
cially in scrofulous affections.

The navigation of the Erie Canal from Buffa- 
lo to Albany, is now free from obstruction. A 
few boats have arrived and many cleared. - 

It snowed at Vergennes, Vermont, all day on 
the 24th ult. 

The sloop Agnes has been condemned, at 
New Haven, for a violation of the revenue 
laws. 

The Secretary of the Navy has returned to 
Washington city from his visit to North Caro- 
lina. 

In an action for Breach of promise in Laurens 
District S. C. the jury gave the lady plaintiff 
$1500, just half of the defendant’s property. 

A man named Martin was recently killed in the 
vicinity of Chambersburg, by the accidental up- 
setting of a wagon. 

An arcade is to be built in Chambersburg, in 
this state. 

The Easton (Md.) Gazette, of the 2d inst. 
says:—‘*From the healthful appearance of the 
surviving wheat, and the present favourable 
season, barring unforseen accidents, we have 
throughout the county of Talbot a fair chance 
for something more than half an average Crop, 
which could not be counted on four weeks 
ago.”” 

The Pittsburgh Gazette states that the late 
increase of steamboat navigation on the western 
waters is unprecedented, and that this fact will 
account for the numerous accidents which have 
occurred. Mr. James Otterson, the second mate 
of the Uncle Sam, fell from the bowsprit of that 
vessel on her way down the Mississippi, and was 
drowned.

July and August is the sea- 
son for removing it; to do which two longitudi- 
nal incisions are made and wedges applied, tak- 
ing care not to wound the tree beneath, which 
would produce defects in the coverings that 
should succeed. When the bark is removed 
from the tree, it is heated and brought to an 
even or plane surface by the application of heavy 
weights. 

In France, seventeen or eighteen thousand 
quintals of bark are collected annually, from 
each of which are made seventy or eighty thou- 
sand corks for bottles. Not leas than 110 or 
115 millions of these are consumed in the coun- 
try which produces them. 

Those best acquainted with the growth and 
character of the cork oak, and live oak, and 
with the soil and countries which produce them, 
are of opinion that where one is cultivated, the 
other may be. If so, the former may be culti- 
vated in the south part of the United States, the 
only place where the live oak is known to grow. 
As the cork oak furnishes employment and sup- 
port to numerous individuals in countries where 
it is collected and applied to its appropriate use, 
the introduction of it into our own country is a 
subject of political economy, and worthy the 
consideration of individuals, if not of our nation- 
al or some of our state legislatures.

FOREST TREES. 

The Cork Oak is not an American Tree. It 
is confined to the south of Europe and north of 
Africa, where it grows to the height of 30 or 40 
feet, body 2 or $8 feet in diameter, leaves oval 
and toothed, remaining green through the year, 
acorns large and sweet, timber heavy. The 
principal valuc of this species of oak is in its 
bark, which furnishes the principle income to a 
large portion of the inhabitants of the countries 
that produce it.—The first coat of bark is re- 
moved when the tree is about twenty tive years 
of age, but is of little value. The principal use 
of the second coat is for fishermen to buoy their 
nets upon the water, being unfit for the more 
commen purposes of cork, from the time that 
the first crop of cork is taken, it is afterwards 
removed once in ten years, but does not usually 





not furnish employment to so many hands, or be 
a source of suv much wealth as the mulberry 
tree, if cultivated in sufficient numbers to produce 
silk equal to our own cunsumption, it would 
perhaps give employment for a greater portion 
of the year, and to some who could not be em- 
ployed to advantage in the raising of silk.
